A matter without all queſtion 
of {ingular profite, to receiue more then an hun- 
-dred buſhels:for one. But leaſt I bee miſtaken in

number of buſhels, from which nature can at notime 
'yarie: for if the yeare,the heauens, and the ground it 
ſelfe, together with the farall influence ofthe ſtarres, 
do all conſpire together, the number of our buſhels 
will fall ſhort, but neuerſo ſhort, butthaethey will by 
fiue degrees exceede the accuſtomed yeeld. Bur ifall 
theſe concurre andaffoord their ſeuerall fauours,then 
may we wel expe 150.buſhels of one.
